The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1 (current amended): 

In line 5 deleted "filtering" and inserted — diafiltering — 
In line 3 before "cell culture supernatant" inserted — concentrated — 
In line 6 deleted "and isolating said purified preparation of complete HAV particles, 
wherein said purified preparation of complete HAV particles has less than about 30 pg 
contaminating nucleic acid/IU HAV antigen " and inserted — which results in the said purified 
HAV particles having less than about 30 pg of contaminating nucleic acid/UI HAV antigen — 
Canceled claim 2. 

Claims 1, 4, 7, 8, 10 and 13-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to an unexpected result of using a diafiltration in a single step to finally purify 
the complete HAV particles after the nuclease and proteinase digestions, which unexpectedly 
results in a high purified preparation of complete HAV particles with less than about 30 pg 
contaminating nucleic acid/IU HAV antigen. The close art of removing the contaminating 
enzymes by gel filtration (chromatography) as evidenced by Beth et al. (EP 0,583, 142A2) 
usually requires several steps or more than one chromatography columns plus dialyzation and 
concentration. Applicants found that such complicated steps can be perfectly done by a single 
step of diafiltration after the enzymes treatments (See paragraph 043-049, 080-081). This is a 
good discovery for a method of purifying complete HAV particles by simplifying many 
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complicated steps into an easy single step with a high purity and high quality of the purified 
product.
